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Examiner's Comment 

Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed 4/25/2007, with respect to claims 9, 21, and 22 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of the claims has been withdrawn. 

Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims recite a door mirror for a vehicle, comprising a light assembly mounted in a 
mirror housing comprising an outer base, an inner base with light sources and a lens portion 
abutted against the outer base and wherein the light assembly is provided with a coupler to 
supply electric power to the light sources, a base portion of the coupler is accommodated into a 
first coupler supporting piece on an outer base side with a lead wire connected to the light 
source, the first coupler supporting piece on the outer base side abutted against a second coupler 
supporting piece on the lens portion side and the first coupler supporting piece and the second 
coupler supporting piece integrated together with a resin to integrate the lens portion with the 
outer base. 

Because none of the references disclosed teach or suggest the details of a first coupler 
supporting piece on an outer base side with a lead wire connected to the light source abutted and 
integrated together with a resin against a second coupler supporting piece on the lens portion side 
to integrate the lens portion with the outer base, nor is there any motivation to combine them, the 
claims are deemed patentable over the prior art of record. 

Rodriguez Barros et al. (US Patent 6,926,432) teaches a door mirror (e.g., D) with a light 
assembly (e.g. A) having an outer base (e.g., 10), an inner base (e.g., 12), and a lens portion (e.g., 
1), a coupler (e.g., 21 1) to supply electric power, and a first coupler supporting piece (e.g., 50) 
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on an outer base side of the light assembly accommodating the base end of the coupler. 
However, the prior art taken as a whole does not teach or suggest details of a second coupler 
supporting piece nor does it teach or suggest the second coupler supporting pieces on the lens 
portion side abutting the first coupler supporting piece on the outer base with the lead wire 
connected to the light source. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Miller (US Patents 6,582,109 and 6,227,689) and Evans (US 2005/0047160) teach 
door mirrors with light assemblies, a coupler, and a first coupler supporting piece but fail to 
teach a second couple supporting piece on a lens portion side abutting the first coupler 
supporting piece.
